AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY 


At the annual meeting of the Ma- 
doc Agricultural Society held in the 
Cheese Board rooms on Saturday, 
January 8th. Mr. Albert R. Woods 
was elected president of the Fair for 
1944. He will succeed Mr. Wilfred For- 
estell and will be assisted by Messrs, 
Albert Caskey, Ist Vice President, 
Benjamin Miller, 2nd Vice dent, 
James Milldér, Treasurer, Will Hill, 
Secretary and Walter Brett and Geo. 
West as Auditors. 

President Wilfred Forestell addres- 
Sed the large number of members 
who attended and in his opening’ re- 
marks expressed his appreciation and 
thanks to all the officers and mem- 
bers who had given him assistance 
to make a real fair possible in 1943, 
which was the best ever held in Ma- 
doc both financially and in exhibits, 
The gate receipts for 1943 were near- 
ly $500 higher than in any year 
since the organization of the fair. He 
thanked those, who accepted the 
work, which fell to them and who 
willingly gave their best. He said, 
that the fair is in the position of be- 
ing only second to all fairs in the 
Province of Ontario in this class of 
fairs, and equalling some of higher 
classes. 

The financial statement of the soc- 
iety showed \that the society had re- 
ceipts of $4)293.98 and ‘expenditures 
of $8,622 20, leaving a balance of 
$671.78 cash on hand.

achieve their great victories but 
are also making feasible an invas- 


fon of -Europe from the west, 
These conditions could be created 
only by the air arm, without which 


an invasion would have been tm- 
possible, 
“Downpour” Figures 
How this was done is illustrat-' 


ed by the figures published at the 
turn of the year. They show that 
during the past year the R.A.F. 
dropped a total of 155,000 tons on 
Axis territory, of which 135,000 
fell on Germany. The United 
States Eighth Air Force dropped 
55,000 tons on Axis territory, and 
the Northwest’ African. Strategic 
Air Force more than 74,000 tons. 
This makes a combined total for 
1943 of 284,000 tons, compared 
with only 14,000 tons in 1940, 33,- 
000 tons In 1941, and some 50,000 
tons in 1942, In contrast, Germany 
has been able to drop only 75,000 
tons on Britain throughout the 
whole war. 

According to the calculations of 
the British Bomber Command, 
this Allied downpour of destruc- 
tion has knocked out twenty-four 
yerman towns, including such 
cities as Hamburg, Bremen and 
the whole Ruhr area,*%and severe- 
ly damaged twenty more. What 
is equally important, the Allied 
air assault has forced Germany to 
concentrate 70 per cent of her 
fichter strength in the West. Of

“Taflwenza Epidemic 


An Ancient Enemy 


The first recorded epidemle of 
- influenza is believed to be that 
described by Hippocrates in 412 
B.C., states the New York Her- 
ald Tribune. By the Middle Ages 
medical descriptions had become 
sufficiently standardized so that 
the epidemic of 1173 could be 
definitely authenticated as  in- 
fluenza. 

The epidemic of 1918-19 came 
in three waves, the first and last 
of which were relatively light in 
respect ot fatalities in most coln- 
tries. For a time during the 
World War influenza and the 
various. diseases that followed it, 
such as pneumonia ,took higher 
tolk on the battlefields than did 
bullets. The total deaths through-

In Dairy Farming. 


Canadian Farmers Must Do 


Everything In Power To 
Build Up Pastures 


Professor J. C. Steckley’sa warn- 
ing to the Elgin County Holstein 
breeders at their St. Thomas meet- 
ing regarding the necessity of pay- 
ing more attention to pastures is 
extremely timely, atates The Lon- 
don Frea Press. It comes at the 
same time that Ottawa announces 
a drop of nearly seven per cent 
in production of creamery butter 
for November; compared with No- 
vember of last year and a decline 
of 87.1 per cent compared with 
October. Cheese registered a six 
per cent. decline compared with 
the previous November and tl par 
cent..compared with October,

Until October milk production ta 
Canada held up remarkably well 
this year, in spite of labor short- 
ages and other difficulties facing 
the dairyman. There can be little 
doubt that the lush pastures, kept 
green and growing by the unusual 
ly wet season. had a good deal to 
do with this. From now on the 
feed shortages resulting from this 
years scanty crops will make it- 
self felt on the dairy output and 
sharp falling off of production 
may be expeoted. In addition there 
fs the growing pressure of labor 
shortages. 


* * = 


If the pastures saved the dairy 
farmer this year it is abvious that 
every care should be taken to keep 
them productive. Perhaps this 
time of year, when pastures are 
frost-bound and snow-covered is 
the best time te think of how they 
can be bullt up for next year. Mr. 
Steckley mentioned new types of 
arasses being developed to supple- 
mnt the succulent timothy, which 
cattle apparently prefer. With more 
electric fences available it should 
be possible to avoid overgrazing of 
pastures by moving the herds about 
and not letting them consume the 
best grasses in any one apot com- 
pletely. 

Pastures are basic in dairy farmn- 
ing. New Zealand and Argentina 
have the-advantage of year-round 
pastures for livestock. If we are 
still to camplete with them in the 
post-war perlod we must do every- 
thing in our power to bulid up our 
pastures. And if we are to accum- 
ulate summer surpluses to main 
taingbutter rations pastures shouid 


be used to the utmasi

special process this is liquefied and 
converted into a mass wtih a con- 
sistency resembifig molasses. This 
Nquid-is then forced under pres 
gure through very fine platinum 
spinnerettes from which it emerges 
as hundreds of thin filaments. 


These filaments are then given 
a number of carefully controlled 
chemical treatments and baths 
during which they are stretched 
and hardened. Finally the fibres 
are dried and cut into any desired 
lengths. 

The company’s technologists 
have made many products expert- 
mentally from soybeans, including 
plastics, wallboard and paints.

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That New Order Covering Small 
Arms Ammunition Contains 
Good News For Farmers

The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board announced this week that 
some types of small arms ammun- 
ition will be free of rationing and 
will be available in some stores 
where there may be stocks on 
harid. The list of ammunition 
so affected is stated by the board 
to be types. which m. longer are 
being produced; but no doubt 
plenty of guns hanging on farm- 
house walls are no. the latest 
thing in productior: either. 

The regulations governing dis- 
tribution of ammunition still ra- 
tioned have, however, been some- 
what changed. The new order 
plugs any leaks that may have 
developed in distribution pro- 
cedure.

Under the old order those es- 
sential users who were eligible 
for supplies were divided into two 
groups, (1) a prospector; a person 
who relies on hunting of wild 
game and birds for food; and a 
person who requires ammunition 
as a means of protecting live- 
stock and other animals, poultry 
and other birds, and crops from 
predatory animals, rodents and 
birds, (2) a person duly author- 
ized to purchase small arms am- 
munition for the Royal Canadian 
Police or any provincial, mun- 
icipal or railway police force, or 
any penal institution; a person 
duly authorized to purchase small 
arms ammunition for an industrial 
plant, bank, railway, public 
utility company or other com- 
mercial establishment for the pur- 
pose of supplying ammunition to 
guards engaged in the protection 
of property, a trapper licensed 
as such by a/department of the 
government of Canada or of a 
provincial government; a rifle, 
revolver club, provided. it has ob- 


- tained the written permission of 


the Director of Small 
munition.

The first group was required to 
make application to their nearest 
rationing office before purchase

It is expected that during 1944 
there will be a three-fold increase 
in produttion of small arms am- 
munition and there is a ray of hope 
that sportsmen may get a limited 
supply. The bulk of production 
will still be directed North where 
Eskimos, Indians, etc., rely upon it 
for their living.

In Thin Air 


Jet propulsion is necessary if 
we are to exceed the possibilities 
of propellers. A propeller literal. 
ly screws its way through the 
air. The blades cause a partial 
vacuum. The greater the den- 
sity of the air, the greater is the 
of the propeller. As 
wé rise, the air becomes thinner. 
Finally a point is-reached at 
which. no propellér will “bite,” 
The ceiling has been reached. 

With the jet propulsion exactly 
the opposite holds ‘good: The 
less air there is the more effici- 
ent is the motor. If the ejected 
gas has an expansion efficiency 
of 4,000 feet a second at rest, 
the same force exerted in motion 
would increase the speed up to a 
point where the maximum efficl- 
ency is reached at something like 
10,000 miles an hour. Jet propul- 
sion gets better and -better as 
speed and height increase,

Toronto 11% Hours 
From New York 


New York was just an hour and 
a half away from Toronto recently. 
That was the new record set up 
by a TransCanada Air Lines 
flight assisted by favorable wea- 
ther conditions and strong. tail 
winds. 

Carrying a full load of ten pas- 
gengers in addition to mail and ex- 
press, the big aircraft covered the 
366 air miles from the ramp at 
Malton Airport, Toronto, to the 
ramp at La Guardia Field in ex- 
actly one hour and. twenty-eight 
minutes. Actual flying time was 
one hour and twenty-two minutes 

Two hours is the scheduled time 
in TCA’s Toronto-New York non- 
stop service. A passenger train 
takes approximately twelve hours
